XV. He was captain of his 
House and a school prefect.

The April/May issue of 
The Family Tree (Page 22B) 
contained an article that I be- 
lieve was entitled “Death of 
Canada’s Census Greatly Exag- 
gerated.” While I have not 
been a subscriber, the text of 
the article was e-mailed to me 
by someone who knew I am 
involved in the campaign to 
obtain release to the Public of 
Post 1901 Census records.

secondment to the Fleet Air 
Arm, flying fleet fighters from 
HMS Glorious in the Mediter- 
ranean was followed in 1937 
by acourse at the Central Fly- 
ing School, from which he 
graduated with “flying 
colours” as a qualified flying 
instructor. 

As a flight lieutenant, he 
was posted as a flight com- 
mander to No. 13 Flying Train- 
ing School, Drem, East 
Lothain, and in June 1939 was 
promoted to squadron leader 
and appointed to the Director- 
ate of Flying Training in the 
Air Ministry. The Second 
World War broke out - and an 
office desk was not at all to his 
liking. Eventually, in May 
1940, he succeeded in secur- 
ing an appointment as com- 
manding officer of No. 64 Spit- 
fire Squadron, based at Kenley 
in Surrey. He led his squadron 
through several months of the 
Battle of Britain, for which he 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 

Shot down in March 1941 


over the English Channel, he ~ 


was picked up by a German 
“RK” boat and became a POW 
for the rest of the war. It was 
during his time as a prisoner 
that he learned that his father 
had died and that he was the 
22™ Chief of Glengarry. 





For his intelligence activi- 
ties during the four and a half 
years he was mentioned in dis- 
patches. 

He had married in October 
1940, Diana Dorothy Keane 
and their son, Ranald, was born 
in November 1941. . 

On repatriation in 1946, as 
the 22™ Chief of Glengarry, he 
held a number of appoint- 
ments, including the Joint 
Planning Staff in the War Cabi- 
net Office. He was air staff 
planner in HQ Flying Training 
Command and chief flying in- 
structor at the Royal Air Force 
Cranwell.

After a year at Cambridge ~ 


University reading Russian, he 
was appointed as senior RAF 
instructor to the Joint Services 
Staff College, was promoted to 
air cofnmodore and, in 1956, 
was sent to Moscow as the air 
attaché to the British Embassy.

egorically stated by official 
sources that this will NOT hap- 
pen. 
* It is also TRUE that in- 
formation obtained through 
Canadas Access to Informa- 
tion legislation indicates that 
there was, in fact, an attempt 
to have Census information 
destroyed. 

* It is TRUE that the origi- 
nal Census has been trans- 
ferred to microfilm. 

* It is NOT TRUE that 
these microfilm are “available 
to access by individual respon- 
dents” except under very spe- 
cific circumstances. 


* It is particularly NOT 
-TRUE that Canada Census re- 
ports after 1906 will be re- 
leased TO THE PUBLIC with- 
out a concerted effort by that 
Public to have them released. 
The Acts under which Cen- 
sus information is collected 
contain confidentiality clauses 
which up to 1906 allowed per- 
sonal information from Census 
to be made public after 92 
years, PROVIDING that no 
other Act contained stronger 


language that prohibited this _ 


release. : 

Statistics Acts from 1906 
until the present contain strict 
privacy sections that todays 
government interprets as 
meaning no personal informa- 
tion from Census, as a matter 
of law, can be released to the 
public. There is no time limi- 
tation on this privacy clause. 

What this means, in the 
simplest terms, is that under 
current legislation, NO FUR- 
THER CENSUS INFORMA- 
TION WILL BE RELEASED 
TO THE PUBLIC. This 1s a 
devastating situation for gene- 
alogists and historians. 

The following is a quote 
from a response on behalf of 
Dr. Ivan Fellegi, Chief Statis- 
tician of Canada 

“It is the case that indi- 
vidual records from the 1911 
[and subsequent] Census will 
not be released to the public. 
This was not an arbitrary deci- 
sion but was based on a review 
by the Department of Justice 
of the legislation under which 
these earlier censuses were 


There are no exceptions in 
the legislation that would per- 
mit the disclosure of informa- 
tion from the Census that can 


~ be related to individuals, with- 


out their written consent. Con- 
sequently, the Chief Statisti- 
cian does not have the legal au- 
thority to transfer records from 
censuses conducted after 1906 
to the National Archives for 
release to the public.” 

Information in the square 
brackets was added by myself, 
i.e. fand subsequent]. 

For the past several 
months, a number of con- 
cemed individuals, including 
myself, have waged a cam- 
paign on the Internet to get 
public support for change by 
having people write to their 
MPs expressing their dismay, 
and opposition, to this situation 
and to urge the government to 
take steps to allow the release 
of Post 1901 information. 
Lorna Milne, a member of the 
Senate of Canada, has raised 
the matter in the Senate and 
during the Fall Session intends 
to introduce a Private Mem- 
bers Bill to obtain the release 


of Post 1901 Census records. 


She has requested letters and 
email continue to be sent to 
support her efforts. In addition 
a number of Members of Par- 
liament, under pressure from 
their constituents, have indi- 
cated they would either present 
a Bill to obtain release of Cen- 
sus records, or would vote in 
favour of such a Bill. 

The realities of our Goy- 
ernment system however, are 
that Private Members Bills sel- 
dom, if ever, get passed. To 
obtain our goal we must have 
a Bill that has been introduced 
by the Government. Accord- 
ingly we have taken our cam- 
paign to the next step. A for- 
mal petition has been drawn up 
and is being circulated Canada 
wide. This petition is to be pre- 
sented by MP Murray Calder 
in October 1999 and requests 
that the Government take

The Social Security Ad- 
ministration maintains records 
that contain all information 
pertinent to people who have 
participated in the Social Se- 
curity program, plus records of 
participants’s spouse(s) who 
Inever worked a day in their 
‘lives (nonworking spouses col- 
lected social security payments 
when their working partner re- 
tired and died). If the spouse 
died young then the children 
under 18 became eligible for 
monthly payments. Ifthe child 
was in college, payment con- 
tinued until age 22.

Western Slope to be 
home to new 
military cemetery 

The Colorado Legislature 
has passed House Bill 1333 al- 
lowing a new veteran’s cem- 
etery to be built on 20 acres of 
land adjacent to the Grand 
Junction Regional Center for 
Developmental Disabilities. 

The initial start funds came 
from an appropriation of 
$134,000 for Colorado’s share 
of a WWII memorial in Wash- 
ington. House Bill 1333 was 
sponsored by Rep. Kay 
Alexander, R-Montrose. The 
state’s budget for the cemetery 
is $2.5 million. Maintenance 
for the cemetery would be par- 
tially funded by income tax 
checkoff funds. 

Colorado has an estimated 
400,000 veterans; there are 
about 47,000 living on the 
Western Slope. With available 


space in existing Military cem- » 


eteries quickly filling up it is 
important that new cemeteries 
continue to be established.

Many times 1n Scottish lit- 
erature, we come across the 
term, “of that ilk”. Most of the 
time it follows the name of a 
Clan Chief. _ 

The Old English word 
“alca” means “same”. 

The term “of that ilk” was 
used in both Scotland and En- 
gland but over time has come 
to have different-meaning in 
both countries. 

In England, the term “ilk” 
means “kind” or “Class”. 

In Scotland, the phrase has 
more to do with kinship. 

According to the Concise 


Scots Dictionary, “of that ilk” 


designates the head ofa landed ~ 
family. For example, the head 
of the MacPherson family 
from the MacPherson estate 
would be referred to as 
“MacPherson of that ilk”.

Their son Mathias married 
Maria Fernandez Nieto, died at 
an early age, leaving a preg- 
nant wife and several children, 
among them Mariano.

It’s about 
communicating and you’ ve been doing that for years.

Pick a word. Use the word in a simple sentence to describe 
something from you own experience. 

Write down the sentence that comes next, and keep doing 
this until you finish the story. 

Still stuck? Make a list of ordinary, everyday words on a 


piece of paper. Think of smells, feelings, flavours, textures, 
colours, sounds, places, names, faces. 

You’re not writing literature. Just snippets, memories, rec- 
ollection. Story and anecdote are how we grow relationships. 

We do it with our friends all the time through those “there 
was such a crowd at the supermarket the other day” stories we 
find each other’s personalities and explore common feelings. 
We’re not lonely. 

Put the same sorts of stories down and give them to your 
descendants and they will glimpse your personality. What is 
everyday experience now will be fascinating detail in years to 
come. 

At this stage, you’re creating drafts so don’t worry if they re 
a bit messy. The trick is to get it down. It gets easier and easier 
the more you stick at it. Two hours a week is all you need. One 
piece of writing a week is 50 a year. In three years, you’s have 
a book! 

But don’t set out to write a book- I’ve now done four books 


and I loath it. It’s long, hard, punishing work. But writing down - 


snippets and yarns is fun. Make it fun: a little bit each week is 
enough. 


Keep a note of ideas as they come to you and don’t worry 
too much what your drafts are like. (And DON’T yet go ask- 
ing other people what they think of your writing. They’Il try to 
be helpful and you’ ll find your confidence and enjoyment slip- 
ping away. ) 

Just do it, Have fun.

The Hebridean Folklore Project - Tracy Chipman 





It was aa wild January af- 
temmoon, Hogmanay visits were 
still being made and a gale was 
blowing. The sky was a curdle 
of clouds and wind. 

The following day, that 
was for me the day before I was 
to go away from the island, and 
the beginning of the trek to- 
wards home. 

Thoughts of packing and 
leaving were set aside because 
Kate Ann MacLellan of 
Tigharry in North Uist agreed 
to meet with me. Also luck was 
indeed shining upon me as I 
had a lift to take me instead of 
fighting with the wind. 

Kate Ann grew up with her 
grandmother in a traditional 
blackhouse, not far from where 
she now lives: 

I spent the afternoon listen- 
ing to her speak of her life as a 
young child. Her grandmother 
was known or her medicinal 
remedies and passed many of 
these onto Kate Ann. Though 
she doesn’t use any of these 
remedies today, she remembers 


her grandmother’s ways; what ~ 


to do with limpets, dulse, and 
machair plants.

"Soitwastold tome... “But ke 


te come there on a winter’s | > 
“night. And I can-stilt remém- 


ber them sitting there, smoking 
their pipes and talking away 
about wee stories, you know, 
which I loved to hear. 

And I remember on night 
when I was going to school I 
had to do a Gaelic essay, and I 

didn’t know on earth what I 
was going to write about. And 
this old man came in and I said 
to him, “Oh Niall, what am I 
going to write about?” 

“Och” he says, “ That’s 
easy, I can give you an essay 
that youll write about.” 

And he started telling me 
about this man who was 


« plagued with rats. He didn’t 








know how to get rid of them, 
and he was talking to this 
neighbor of his this day and the 
neighbor said, “Och, I’ll tell 
you how to get rid of them.” 

He says, “There’s a man 
down the road there, and he 
always does wee poems and 
wee odes and things, for dif- 
ferent things, and if you get 
him he’ll do a wee poem for 
the rats and I’m sure they’II all 
go away.”

tions of the island who were 
adherents of the Pope. 

In the course of events the 
celebrated battle of Boyne 
Water was fought in 1690, and 
by some means the grand- 
mother of grandmother Stell 
was near the battlefield, and as 
a direct descendant of The 
Bruce was an object of care 
and solicitude. 

But in this battle the Scotch 
people were arrayed against 
each other—the Catholic ele- 
ment under the so-called James 
II of Scotland, with Irish ad- 
herents, fought King William 
of England, supported by the 
Scotch Protestants element, 
and the latter were victorious. 

In this battle the friends and 


descendants of The Bruce . 
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WES SMC OCONEE 
fought on the side of James, _ 


and hence were defeated with 


-great loss, so much so that it 


ended the struggle for many 
years. 

The attempts of 1715 and 
1745 terminated in the same 
manner, and Scotland and Ire- 
land have remained united to 
England ever after. 

“Immediately after the 
battle, or soon, amid the con- 
fusion and bustle, the Laird of 
Glencoe got hold of her grand- 
mother, a mere child, and spir- 
ited her away to his castle in 
the mountains, changing her 
clothing and her name, and 
kept her closely watched for a 
long time, where she learned 
that all her family had been 
captured by the English and 
many had been put to death. 
How long he kept her con- 


cealed I do not remember, but | 


watching a change they sent 
her, disguised, with a Scottish . 
Laird to the colonies in 
America, where he settled in 
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Hopefully, by now, a num- 
ber of the readers of The Fam- 
ily Tree have called Latter Day 
Saints Family History Library 
in Salt Lake City... obtained the 
location of their nearest library 
and have been able to use the 
services offered and found 
missing relatives or clues 
where they may be found with 
further researching via the 
Church’s computerized listing 
of names. 

In two short visits, helped 
entirely by one of the library’s 
directors, I found the Scottish 
birthplace of my great-great- 
grandfather ... the names of his 
parents... all his brothers and 
sisters ant the dates and place 
of their birth! His mother’s 
married name was 
MacLean...Effy. The computer 
quickly revealed Effy’s name 
was, before marriage, also 
MacLean. Further delving 
found the complete spelling of 
Effy’s name. WOW!... Some 
Scottish family must have de- 


_ voted many late hours around 


a peat fire to hatch such a 
name. It certainly wasn’t a 
common Biblical identifica- 
tion. 

On my next library visit 
armed with these facts, much 
family details can be re- 
searched. With these known 
facts I can hire some profes- 
sional Edinburgh researcher to 
check certain files at the Scot- 
tish Record Office for greater 
in depth details. This will 
mean a saving of many re- 
search hours... and costly fees. 

For the benefit of new sub- 
scribers who missed reading 
my April/May 1999 article 
here is the telephone number: 
1-800-453-3860. Tell the op- 
erator you want the location of 
the nearest library. Give her, 
simply, your zip code. In sec- 
onds you'll have the address of 
one near your home. 

With one call you will ob- 
tain their hours of operation. 

Now instead of a journey 
of thousands of miles .. with 
little or no luck in family 


researching...you can get the 
desired information while 
practically sitting athome! To 
find my long lost relative I 


needed his birthdate and the 
county where he was born. 

Since the family was from 
Mull...for a starter I guessed 
..Argyll...and Bingo! ..out it 
popped. 

If you don’t have exact 
dates and areas... you can try 
likely locations and dates. The 
computer is so fast this jump- 
ing about will take only min- 
utes. Names will be listed by 
first name. Don’t be surprised 
if several show up. 

In my searching of James 
MacLean... seven names ap- 
peared. The date of 1802 iden- 
tified the correct one. By 
pressing several buttons and 
using a “Filter” loads of excess 
information was bypassed and 
the desired information was 
revealed. Press a button and 
in a few moments you’ll have 


a detailed printout of all 


wanted facts...plus the file 
number for faster check-back 
at a later date. Sure beats pa- 
per and pencil coping. 

Here is some well known 
information to aid those who 
visit the Scottish Record Office 
in Edinburgh. Basically, from 
the viewpoint of details of 
Scottish life in early times this 
was recorded to a greater or 
lesser degree in the old parish 
records...if at all! 

The Scottish Parliament 
decreed on January 1, 1855 it 
would be compulsory to record 
Scottish births, marriages, and 
deaths. Official standardized 
birth, marriage, and death cer- 
tificates were prepared and by 
law were implemented. 

If you are searching for kin- 
folks born after 1855 your 
search of records will be quite 


easy...detail wise. .From-the ] 
viewpoint of Yanks some of | 
the information might appear 

unnecessary. none the less itis | 
recorded.

The 
address of the parents may or 
may not be given. Two dates 
may appear: the birth and the 
baptismal. 

In researching be sure of 
the birth date. I was told the 
Mormon church, in their (IGI) 
International Genealogical In- 
dex use the date of baptism. 
The Parish Records of a mar- 


_ Tiage are often quite detailed. 


Naturally the names of the 
bride and groom. The father 
of the bride is usually listed. 
Sometimes the groom’s father. 
Oddly, the names of the mother 
are missing. 

The recorded date is not 
that of the actual marriage .. 
rather the Proclamation of the 
Banns. This is the date the 
couple said they planned to get 
married. At this point the time 
between the date of the Banns 
and actual marriage became 
complicated...more or less de- 
pending upon local customs 
and family traditions: 

In past articles I have dis- 
cussed some of the premarital 
requirements...mainly the 
couple had to behave respon- 
sibly especially deportment. 
Usually a cash deposit was 
made to insure the marriage 
within forty days. If no mar- 
riage the deposit usually went 
to the church to feed the poor. 
Even if the marriage was com- 
pleted on time the cash deposit

could be in peril. Some of the 
church elders may have felt 
slighted and would require a 
small deduction. 

During the Banns time, if 
the couple came from poor 
families and could expect little 
towards establishing a home... 


they could go about the coun- 
tryside asking for help. Farm- 
ers, if they felt the couple de- 
serving, would usually give 
them some pigs, chickens, and 
perhaps a sheep or two. These 
animals were not intended for 
the dining table. Rather to es- 
tablish a flock or a litter to cre- 
ate a family income source. 

The Parish records of death 
are scant... if recorded at all. 
Usually the name only with 
minor kinship. If a child 
father’s name might be given. 
Few show family details. The 
tombstone, as per last articles, 
may be more revealing in that 
it might show occupation. Ifa 
lady...married or not... some- 
times the cause of death. 

For details in Scotland 
_ check the General Records 
Office. 

In Edinburgh the Scottish 
Genealogy Society has an im- 
pressive library and publish 
throughout the year informa- 
tional booklets. I belonged for 
a few years and have a num- 
ber of booklets dealing with 
tombstone inscriptions and of- 
ten details of families of the 
area. They are listed in the 
Edinburgh telephone directory. 

In checking the informa- 
tion of the death or burial en- 
tries of the Old Parish entries 
one could easily conclude 
these ceremonies were dour 
and foreboding. 
True...perhaps for the immedi- 
ate family members. For in- 
vited guests.. funwise.. this 
was a gala occasion ... with 
drinking and eating.. with no 
practical limits. 

The financial worth of the 
deceased family or friends 
would be the only potent fac- 
tor relative to the refreshment 
budget. The mourning time 
could be a few hours or sev- 
eral days. The dreary work 
schedule of rural Scotland of- 
fered few opportunities for fun 
times. Some of these funeral 
events could be anticipatory! 
Old newspapers often reveal...

February 1812 David Fraser 
age 96 a farmer at Barnyards 
near Beauly...

Social life and Manners of 
the Olden Times by Samuel 
Carment provides several fu- 
neral preparations: Tongue 
1792...burials are conducted in 
the parish with great decorum. 
None even of the common 
people attend without a par- 
ticular invitation. At the burial 
of the poorest there is refresh- 
ment given consisting, gener- 
ally of whiskeybeath, or some 
foreign liquor, butter and 
cheese with oat bread. 

The friends of the deceased 
and neighbors of the village 
who come to witness the in- 
ternment, are drawn up in rank 
and file by an old sergeant or 
some veteran who has been in 
the army, and who attends to 
maintain the order and give, as 
they term it here, the word of 


* relief. Upon his crying “Re- 


lief!” the four under the bier 
prepare to leave their stations 
and make room for another 
four that instantly succeeds. 
This progression is ob- 
served at the interval of every 
four minutes til the whole at- 
tendants come in regularly; and 
if the distance requires it, there 
is a second, third, or fourth 
round of such evolutions gone 
through. When the persons 
present are not inflamed with 
liquor, which is seldom the 
case, there is a profound si- 


order was, not very long ago, 
invariably observed at the fu- 
neral of all persons who aimed 
in any degree of respectability 
of station. In “bidding to the 
funeral” no hour was men- 
tioned.

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Part One introduced my 
Karliner family and all the 
other family trees Ben Karliner 
and I have accumulated. 

I stressed that you should 
view your ancestors in the big 
picture of world history, net- 
work with other genealogical 
researches, study microfilmed 
vital records, access 
JewishGen’s databases on the 
Internet, visit the country of 
your family’s origin or write to 
appropriate foreign archives 
for records. 

In Part Two, I suggested 
that finding common geo- 
graphical areas of origins for 
families with similar surnames 
and studying the commonality 
of naming patterns in those 
families might produce suc- 
cess connecting family trees. 
This issue I wish to give an 
overview of the history of the 
Jews in Pinsk and their re- 
moval to Karlin, especially 
with regard to the occupations 
within the Jewish communi- 
ties. 

In the final column, Part 
Four, I will also suggest that 
you may find connecting fam- 
ily trees by studying surnames 
in the same locality with simi- 
lar occupations. I hope to il- 
lustrate the validity of those 
strategies. 

The Pinsk Historical Vol- 
ume, History of the Jews of 
Pinsk 1506-1941, edited by Dr. 
Wolf Zeev Rabinowitsch, pub- 
lished by Association of the 
Jews of Pinsk in Isrdel in 1973, 
begins with description of the 
eastward migration patterns of 
Jews in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries to Lithuania 
from parts of Western Europe. 

After dedicating ground for 
a Pinsk cemetery in 1506, the 
Jews established the Pinsk 
ghetto next to the prince’s 
castle ensuring his protection, 
yet close enough, to the river- 
side market to enable them 
with their economic activity.

century, a Jewish community 
was established east of Pinsk. 
It was called Karlin. Both cit- 
ies became equally dynamic, 
and the book continues with a 
description of Pinsk and Karlin 
Jews’ vital communal life. 
One of the main economic ac- 
tivities of Pinsk Jewry was the 
“leasing of estates, villages, 
forests, and lakes, together 
with their moveable effects (in- 
cluding serfs) and immovable 
property (such as inn, mills, 
founderies”’. 

The Pinsk Jews “estab- 
lished industrial enterprises for 
processing the raw-material of 
the district (saw-mills for the 
wood from the Polesian for- 
ests).” ; 

- It was alsoa marketing cen- 
ter for agricultural produce. 
Above all, Pinsk became the 
center of religious study and 
secular Jewish learning. Con- 
trary to assimilation of many 
wealthy, educated Jews in 
other Polish communities, the 
leading Jews in Pinsk and 
Karlin were devoted to Juda- 
ism and the Jewish people, and 
became known as “the 
Rothschilds of Pinsk and 
Karlin” (the Levin, Lourie, 
Halpern and Eliasberg fami- 
lies) in the 18th and 19th cen- 
turies. 

Many Jewish families dealt 
in forest products as well as 
other import and export trades, 
and their business dealings 


spread to fairs as far away as 
Breslau (now Wroclaw, Po- 
land) in Germany. They be- 
came wholesalers and drove 
many Gentiles out of business, 
creating envy and hatred, a re- 
current theme in Jewish his- 
tory. Nonetheless, it was the 
Jews of Pinsk who set the city’s 
economy. 

In Pinsk, “The holdings 
of liquor leases were included 
in ...the range of business ac- 


” tivities.” In 1632 they were 


granted the right to a third of 
the liquor leases and “in the 





1640s some tens of fami\ 
gained their living from tav 


erns that they possessed in the | 


town. Leases on taverns on 
estates and in villages also 
served as a source of livelihood 
during this period”. From the 
Khmelnitsky Massacres to the 
Peace of Andruszon (1648- 
1667) economic conditions in 
the area were distressed even 
for-the Jews, but they still con- 
tinued to set up taverns and 
take liquor to armies stationed 
nearby. 

After the Swedes invaded 
Pinsk in 1706, many Jews and 
Christians moved to nearby 
Karlin and by the time the city 
passed into Russian rule, it is 
estimated that 834 Jews lived 
in Karlin. They went to live in 
a settlement that was founded 
on the privately inherited prop- 
erty of anobleman at the end 
of the 17th century. By the 
middle of the century, Karlin 
had it own synagogue, rabbi 
and religious teachers. The 
Jewish community mutinied 
against taxation from Pinsk 
and divorce themselves from 
their former associations. Less 
is known about the economic 


life of the Pinsk Jews in the 


18th century because of a lack 
of source materials, but there 
seemed to be an increase in the 
small beverages businesses. 
Until the 1780’s, Karlin, as 
well as Pinsk, was a center of 
the Hassidic movement in 
Lithuania. 

During the whole of the 
19th century, the timber trade 
and occupations connected 
with forest exploitation, held a 
worthy place in the general 
sustenance of Pinsk Jews. 
When Alexander II’s rule 
(1855-81) emphasized train 


transport rather than shipping, — 


Pinsk went into crisis, but the 
wood trade was less affected 
by this crisis than other trades. 

‘ The prestigious lines of 
Karlin’s Jews were distin- 
guished by their lineage, 


closely ‘elated to each either by 
blood or by intermarriage to 
preserve “purity of descent, 
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since their sense of belonging 


to the Jewish aristocracy made 
them zealous guardians of their 


family traditions.” 
Throughout the years, 


however, they represented the 


general community of Jews, 
“some of them were highly 
conservative, others adopted 
the ideas of the Haskalah (the 
Enlightenment) and Zionism, 
and still others created the con- 
ditions for the development of 
the socialist movements”. 
One of the great merchants 
of the time and founder of the 
“Rothschild-type” dynasty was 
R. Shaul Karliner (Levin). He 
apparently made his money 
from timber and government 
contracts, and was reputed to

ereditary-Hemochro 
matosis (HHC) is the 
most common ge- 
netic disorder in the Northern 
hemisphere (AMA Resolution 
525) affecting as many as | in 
250 Caucasian Americans 
(Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention). 

Men and non-menstruating 
women of Scotch-Irish, 
Northern European and His- 
panic descent who are ho- 
mozygous for the HFE gene 
mutation C282Y are most at 
risk. Symptoms of HHC in- 
clude joint pain, elevated 
sugar, abdominal pain, heart 
arrhythmia, impotence and 
depression. Undiagnosed and 
untreated, HHC can lead to 
Diabetes, Heart Attack, Arthri- 
tis, Liver Disease, Sexual dys- 
function, Hypothyroidism and 
Neurological Disorders. 

HFE gene mutations ex- 
plained: To understand what the 
terms homozygote, heterozy- 
gote, and compound heterozy- 
gote mean with respect to heredi- 
tary hemochromatosis, it is use- 
ful to keep in mind a few basic 
facts about human genetics. 

The genetic material 
(DNA) comprising a human 
being is arranged into 46 chro- 
mosomes. One half or 23 
chromosomes are inherited 
from each of the parents. 
Twenty-two of the 23 chromo- 
somes are called the auto- 
somes and the remaining chro- 
mosome, the X or Y chromo- 
somes, are called the sex chro- 
mosomes, because the ar- 
rangement of these two chro- 
mosomes determines if an in- 
dividual is a male (XY) or fe- 
male (XX).

Therefore, every human 
being, with rare exceptions, 
carries two copies, called ho- 
mologs, of each of the 22 auto- 
somal chromosomes and either 
a X and Y, or two X-chromo- 
somes, depending on their sex. 

Ifa person carries an iden- 
tical gene, which represents a 
particular trait or an allele, 
which represents a particular 
version of that trait, on both 
chromosomal homologs, then 


_ that person is considered to be 


homozygous for that particu- 
lar gene portrait. | 

If a person carries two dif- 
ferent genes or alleles on‘ the 
two chromosome homologs 
then the person is considered to 
be heterozygous for that gene. 

Ifa person carries two spe- 
cific mutations on the two dif- 
ferent chromosomal ho- 
mologs, this. situation is re- 
ferred to a compound het- 
erozygosity. 

The HFE gene, which when 
mutated causes hereditary 
hemochromatosis (HH), is lo- 
cated on the short arm of chro- 
mosome 6. HH is considered 


an autosomal recessive disease 


because both copies of the HFE 
gene, residing on the two ho- 
mologs of the autosomal chro- 
mosome 6, need to have a par- 
ticular mutation in order for the 
disease to present itself. 

To date, only 2 different 
mutations in the HFE gene 
have been described that when 
present in the appropriate ar- 
rangement, can lead to the de- 
velopment of HH. 

The major disease causing 
mutation is the replacement of 
the amino acid cysteine with a 


different amino acid called ty-

rosine. This mutation is re- 
ferred to as C282Y. 

The second disease caus- 
ing mutation is the replace- 
ment of the amino acid histi- 
dine with another amino acid 
called aspartic acid. This mu- 
tation is referred to as H63D. 

If an individual has only 
one chromosome mutated, with 
either the C282Y or H63D mu- 
tation, the person is referred to 
as a heterozyote with respect to 
these two mutations. 

Heterozygotes usually do 
not develop symptoms associ- 
ated with HH since only one 


- copy of their two HFE genes 


is mutated. 

The remaining non-mu- 
tated or good copy of the HFE 
gene is sufficient to prevent 
the onset of symptoms. If an 
individual has the C282Y mu- 
tation on both chromosomes, 
that person is referred to as 
being a homozygote for the 
C282Y mutation. These indi-

chance of developing HH. In 
fact, in the United States, ap- 
proximately 83% of all HH 
patients are homozygous for 
the C282Y mutation. 

An individual can also 
have the H63D mutation on 
both chromosomes, and this 
person would also be called 
homozygous for this mutation, 
but because this mutation is 
less severe than the C282Y 
mutation, these individuals 
rarely develop HH. However, 
if an individual has the C282Y 
mutation on one of their chro- 
mosomes and the H63D mu- 
tation on the other chromo- 
some, these individuals can 
develop HH. 


In fact, of the HH patients 
who have the C282Y mutation 
on only one copy of chromo- 
some 6, approximately 77 % 
have H63D on the other chro- 
mosome 6. This arrangement 
is referred to as a compound 
heterozygote because two dif- 
ferent mutations are found to-

I was born after the second world war and lived in Glasgow 
in the Plantation area. Don’t let the name fool you, it was no 
Seven Oaks. We lived on Mc Lean Street, and I went to Lorne 
Street School where I remember singing those songs with my 
friends Jennie Swan, Ina Gentles, and Jeanette Cotter amongst 
others. 

Plantation was tucked between Govan and the Gorbals, lo- 
cated along the River Clyde and convenient to the shipyards, 
where companies like John Brown’s and Harland and Wolfe built 
ships for the second World War, which is why the area was lib- 
erally bombed, no expense was spared in the Clydesides’ de- 
struction. It was bombed repeatedly, so much so, that as I rode 
my three wheeler up and down the street, those bombed out 
buildings looked perfectly normal to me. 

But to my family those buildings held bitter memories: cous- 
ins, aunts, and uncles had died there, and the pain was tangible, 
held close to the heart. The pain even greater, because there 
was nowhere else to move to. 

‘Children tend to accept what is before their eyes and they 
really don’t ask why too often. My mother would never walk 
past the ruins, she would call me instead from the other end of 


the block. I’ve since realized, 
that even if the hound of hell 
had been after me, I’d pretty 
much better run faster than the 
hounds, because my mother

retreating and the Allied 
Forces were on full attack. 

Since this occurred at the 
close of the war, the Choctaw 
Code Talkers were apparently 
used in only this one cam- 
paign. The men were praised 
by their company commanders 
and the battalion commander. 
Though these men were prom- 
ised medals for their contribu- 
tions to end the war, they have 
never been received. 

The information contained 
in this history of the Choctaw 
Code Talkers was told to the 
writer of the article by 
Solomon Lewis in 1979, who 
at that time, was the only re- 
maining Code Talker alive. 
Solomon Lewis died sometime 
between 1982 and 1983.

World War I, eight 
Choctaw Indians were 
instrumental in helping the 
American Expeditionary Force 
to win several key battles in the 
Meusse-Argonne Campaign, 
which proved to be the final 
big German push of that war. 
These brave soldiers were the 
now famous Choctaw Code 
Talkers. One of the eight was 
from Bryan County, Oklahoma 
and one was from Choctaw 
County and the remaining six 
were from McCurtain County.

rounded by the German Anny. 

And, to make matters 
worse, it was known that the 
Germans had “broken” the 
American radio codes and had 
tapped the telephone lines. 
The Germans were also captur- 
ing about one out of every four 
messengers sent out as runners 
between the various compa- 
nies on the battle line. 

One day, a Captain 
Lawrence, Commander of one 
of the companies, was stroll- 
ing through the company area 
when he happened to overhear 
Solomon Lewis and Mitchell 
Bobb conversing in their na- 
tive Choctaw language. 

After listening for a few 
minutes, he called Lewis and 
asked, “Corporal, how many of 
you Choctaws do we have in 
this battalion?” 

After a conference with 
Bobb, Lewis told the Captain, 
“We have eight men who speak 
fluent Choctaw in the battal- 
ion, Sir.”

“Are there any of them 
over in headquarters com- 
pany?” the Captain asked. 

“I think Carterby and 
Maytubby are over there, Sir,” 
Lewis replied. 

“You fellows sit right 
here,” said the Captain. 

He got on a field telephone 
and discovered that, indeed, 
Ben Carterby and Pete 
Maytubby were attached to 
Headquarters Company. 

“Get them and have them 
stand by,” Captain Lawrence 
told his commanding officer. 
“T’ve got an idea that might 
just get these Heinies off our 
backs.” 

Calling Lewis and Bobb, 
the Captain told them, “Look, 
I’m going to give you a mes- 
sage to call in to headquarters 
and I want you to give the mes- 
sage in your language. There 
will be somebody there who 
can understand it.” 

It was at that moment that 
PFC Mitchell Bobb, using a. 





field telephone, delivered the 
first Choctaw Code Message to 
Choctaw Ben Carterby, who 
then translated it into English 
for the battalion commander. 

Within a matter of hours, 
the eight men able to speak the 
Choctaw language had been 
shifted until there was at least 
one in each field company 
headquarters. 

Not only were they han- 
dling field telephone calls, they 
were translating radio mes- 
sages into the Choctaw lan- 
guage and writing field orders 
to be carried by “runners” be- 
tween the various companies. 

The German code experts 
were “flipping their wigs” try- 
ing to break the new American 
code. 

Within 72 hours after the 
Choctaw language was pressed 
into service, the tide of battle 
had turned, and in less than 72 
hours, the German Army was

So, as I hear the last fading 
refrains of those funny street 
songs, and dream the laughter 
of children, I remember the 
Glasgow I grew up in.

Slumming, frequently got 
the casual tourist dead.

In 
fact I felt quite secure. 

Scotland, and, yes, 
Glasgow gave me many 
things, my sense of humor and 
the ability to weep buckets 
when I hear the pipes.

e ownership of 
land has motivated 
people throughout 


history. 

People left their families, 
friends, and homes in Europe 
in order to get land in America. 

They brought their land tra- 
ditions with them, but abol- 
ished them along the way. So, 
the land records are an impor- 
tant aid to trace families in 
America, especially in early 
America until 1850. This is 
one of the easier ways to find 
an ancestor during this time 
period. 

Land titles are, based on the 
terminology of English law, 
called allodial or fee simple. 
Allodial means free of rent or 
services demanded by some 
lord or other claimant, leaving 
the exclusive right to land, or 
real estate, in the hands of an 
owner, subject only to the de- 
mands of the state or to the 
demands of some third party to 
which the right of eminent do- 
main has been granted. 

Fee simple means free of 
any condition or limitation im- 
posed, respectful of the exclu- 
sive right to real property, ex- 
clusive ownership limited only 
as noted in the definition of al- 
lodial. 

The title to land must start 
with a grant, or, in case of a 
direct conveyance of title to an 
individual, with a patent. 

A patent is in every respect 
a deed, giving the recipient full 
fee-simple ownership. 

Headright and bounty 
grants were used to distribute 


right granted a certain number 
of acres, usually 50 or 100, for 
each settler. The grant was 
made either to the settler, or to 
the person who paid his trans- 
portation to the new world. 

In the thirteen original 

_ States the land systems varied. 
The rulers of the 17th century 
granted land to colonies, to 
colonizing companies, and to 
individuals. The colonizing 
authorities had the right to 
grant land to individuals. Thus 
the title was from the king to 
the colony, to a town, or to a 
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land in the colonies. The head-_ 


— 


land company, and from the 
town or company to the indi- 
vidual. 

In the colonies the right of 
primogeniture prevailed, to 
disappear by 1800. When re- 
searching ancestors this may 
play a part in why your ances- 
tor left an area early in life, or 
it may be why he stayed in a 
particular area while the rest of 
the family seemed to move on. 

It may also play arole as to 
why you can’t find an ances- 
tor in a Will. He is not named 
in the Will, because he is the 
eldest son. 


Land was ayailable in, ‘ 


America. It was not like it was 
in Europe. This makes search- 
ing land in the 1600s, and 
1700s very interesting. Most 
males during this period of 
time could own land, and did 
own land. 

Land records must always 
be searched, especially up un- 
til the 1850s or the period of 
the Civil War. 

When the English started 
settling in America in the 
1600s, primogeniture was a 
holdover from medieval times. 
This practice went back to the 
Normans who introduced con- 
tinental feudalism to the area 
to keep land intact. In En- 
gland the oldest male child in- 
herited all the property to the 
exclusion of ail other heirs to 
keen the land intact. and land 
was not available to those who 
wanted it. 

Tt was not until 1662 that 
in England all freehold land 
could be willed. Therefore, the 
other male siblings turned to 
the military, to the clergy, or he 
married wealth. So, the new 
world was a beckoning call to 
many who wanted land. 





Primogeniture was used in 
all 13 colonies. In New En- 
gland, except Rhode Island, it 
gradually declined. Why? 
Because, there was plenty of 
land available to those who 
wanted it. Then, in Massachu- 
setts the parent had to will a 
double share to the eldest son, 
and this also applied to Penn- 
sylvania. .. 9 «jis 

In the colonies primogeni- 
ture was followed only when 
a landowner died without a 
will. But, even this was abol- 
ished with the coming of the 
American Revolution. 

Georgia was the first 
colony to abolish primogeni- 
ture in 1777, North Carolina 
abolished it in 1784, Virginia 
in 1785, and Rhode Island was 
the last to abolish it in 1798. 

Although, in some states 
entailed estates descended to 
the eldest son. Entail was an- 
other practice that came from 
Europe and was used in the 
colonies. It came from En- 
gland where they wanted to 


protect large estates through — 


restrictions on inheritance. 

Under feudal law the 
grantee of an estate could not 
sell or give away any of it, and 
on his death it was inherited by 
his eldest son. Should a 
grantee have no heirs, the es- 
tate went back to the grantor. 
This was common in the 
American colonies, especially 
in the agricultural sections of 
the southern colonies and the 
middle colonies. 

By the time of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, colonial opin- 
ion in general was opposed to 
entails. South Carolina had 
abolished them in 1733. Vir- 
ginia abolished entails in 1776 
when Thomas Jefferson took a 





stand against them. They were 
abolished in Georgia in 1777, 
Maryland in 1782, and North 
Carolina in 1784. Entails were 
unknown in New England. 

The title to all English 
America was in the hands of 
the King, and from him all 
titles stemmed. Royal grants 
took the form of charters, and 
the whole Atlantic seaboard 
except Florida, was parceled 
out to the London and Ply- 
mouth colonies.; the Council 
of New England; James, Duke 
of York; William Penn and as- 
sociates, George Calvert, Lord 
Baltimore; Edward Hyde, Earl 
of Claredon, and associates; 
and James Oglethorpe and as- 
sociates. 

Local land grants came 
from the colonial government 
or proprietor. The practice in 
New England was for the gen- 
eral court in each colony to 
grant a township to a body of 
settlers, who in tumed issued 
deeds to individual settlers. 

In Maryland there were 
some manorial grants which 
were a thousand acres or more, 
but most were small and made 
to actual settlers. 

In Pennsylvania land was 
granted to actual settlers in 
small parcels. 

In Virginia headrights were 
used, 50 acres for each person 
arriving in Virginia, but it be- 
longed to the individual who 
paid the transportation. This 


led to anyone who could pay 
the fees could acquire the 
original land title to as many 
acres as he could pay for. So, 
this meant that large owner- 
ships of land went to the Byrds, 
Fairfaxes, Randolphs, and 
Spotswoods. 

In New York and South 
Carolina there were large 
grants given. In New York the 
Dutch had started the creation 
of the patroon estates, which 
were large land holdings. Land 
grants as bounties for military 
service became important es- 
pecially after 1750. 

The Virginia grants were 
made in what we know as West 
Virginia. The British govern- 
ment made extensive military

grants in Florida after they ac- 
quired it from Spain. A re- 
searcher needs to study the 
land policies of the state in 
which the land is located. Of- 
ten certain areas are set aside 
for certain reasons. 

In Georgia the land east of 
the Oconee River, and along 
the coast of the Atlantic Ocean 
is headright and bounty land 
settlement. West of the 
Oconee along with the rest of 
Georgia was distributed by 
land lotteries. The land lotter- 
ies were held in 1805, 1807, 
1820, 1821, 1827, and two lot- 
teries in 1833. You may find 
people in these lotteries who 
are not listed in census records, 
or who are moving from place 
to place. As a last reminder if 


you have not searched land 
records, you are missing a ma- 
jor piece of research in doing 
family history. 

More and more lands 
records are becoming available 
on the internet. It is a great 
place to get leads. Go to sev- 
eral search engines and write 
in “Land Records”. You may 
be amazed with what you find.

of Munlochy, on the southemn 
side of the Black Isle, beside 
the narrow A832, a stone 
trough overflows with water 
from a cave-borm spring and 
the rags which cover the 
nearby trees flutter in the wind. 

This is the Cloutie Wee, 
Scotland’s most famous “rag 
well.” 

Centuries ago, the Church 
imposed heavy penances on 
well-worshippers and renamed 
the holy wells for saints. 

The Cloutie Well’s name 
was changed to St. Boniface’s 
Well and its annual day of ven- 
eration was moved from 
Beltane (the first morning of 
May) to the first Sunday in 
May. But the old name and 
rituals endured. 

By the mid 1880s, it was 
estimated that there were more 
than 50,000 rags tied to the 
trees and fence next to the well. 


Where did this custom come > 


from? What does cloutie 
mean? What is the significance 
of the first week in May? Why, 
despite modem criticism of the 
appearance of the Cloutie 
Well, have the rags never been 
removed?

Leaving offerings at wells 
is an ancient custom. Food, 
pins, buttons, beads, gold and 
metalwork were favored as 
votive items and our modern 
coin-in-the-wishing-well is a 
survival of this custom. Tying 
rags to the trees surrounding 
wells was popular throughout 
the Celtic world. The Victori- 
ans popularized the notion that 
the rags were offerings left as 
petitions to be healed. 

In Primitive Beliefs in the 
North-East of Scotland, J.M. 
McPherson quotes the Rev. 
D.A. Anderson of Rothiemay 
as saying that illnesses were 
believed to be cured by “fix- 
ing the rag to the bush, by 
which in the olden time the dis- 
ease was transferred to the sa- 
cred tree.” 

Lewis Spence, in The Mi- 
nor Traditions of British Myth, 
states that while it was a belief 
of old that water washed away 
illness and disease, visitors to 
the well “left behind a scrap of 
their clothing as an offering to 
the genius of the place.” 

The latter seems a more 
probably explanation for the 
rags which are still being of- 
fered to the well at the end of

Clouta (The Cleansing 
One) was the Scottish Goddess 
of Flowing Waters and gave 
her name to the River Clyde. 
But it is as the Bean-Nighe 
(The Washer Wife) that she is 
still remembered in folktales. 
She is the “Washer at the Ford” 
seen late at night by the 
riverbank washing the gar- 
ments of those who are about 
to die. 

Clouta was known to the 
Greeks as Clotho, the Fate who 
spun the blood-red thread of 
life. She often bestowed the 
gift of second sight on those 
about to die so they could or- 
der their earthly affairs. Many 
ancient oracles were located 
beside wells. 

When the Blarney Stone 
was still only an oracular stone 
at the edge of the River Shan- 
non in County Cork, Ireland, 
its patroness was named 
Clidna. This was probably also 
the name of the priestess who 
cared for the sacred well and 
served as a mouthpiece for the 
oracle. These priestesses, 


many of whom were notable — 


healers, were labelled witches 
by the church. They were

a “I love the SIMPLE language and 


treated with respect by the 
common people and still 
served the holy wells as late as 


the mid-nineteenth century in 
parts of the Highlands. 

Their custom only ended 
when no daughters were born 
to carry on the tradition. 

Clouta’s connection to the 
ancient Celtic festival of 
Beltane seems rather vague 
until it is remembered that in 
Celtic lore, feminine water was 
married to masculine fire. 

In the old tales, Clouta had 
ason, Gwawl, the God of Light 
- by the Sun God, Bel (ball), in 
whose honor the festival of 
Beltane was named. 

When Christianity 
adopted the holy wells it 
sought to divorce the Goddess 
from her traditional places of 
veneration. Because clout 
means cloth in the Scots dia- 
lect it became easy, over time, 
for ministers to convince their 
congregations that the wells 
were named for the offering, 
not the Goddess who was 
meant to receive it. 

Modern writers lament the 
appearance of the Cloutie Well 
and the rags they consider to 
be so much litter. They lament

ust a few years ago 


DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) 
was virtually unheard of. Like 
fingerprints in 1920, a short time 
ago DNA was looked upon as 
scientific mumbo-jumbo that 
really proved nothing. 

Now the incredible accuracy 
of DNA testing is widely ac- 
cepted in both criminal and civil 
court cases. It is most notably 
used in paternity testing. In so- 
cial work the question of pater- 
nity comes-up quite often. After 
all, if a man is to be assessed 
child support or his rights as a 
parent are to be taken away, it is 
best to be sure we have the right 
man. 

I recall several interesting 
situations. In one case a woman 
had abandoned her child. The 
named father was fighting for 
custody , only to find learn in the 
11" hour that he was not, in fact, 
the child’s father. The sad part 
about this story was that he loved 
the child and she loved him, 
though by even the lowest stan- 
dards he was a totally unsuitable 
parent. 

Eventually the courts termi- 
nated the rights of the unknown 
father and the child was placed 


in an adoptive home. The legal — 


action did not remove the deep 
attachment the little girl felt for 
him. The wise and caring adop- 
tive parents continued to arrange 
visits between the child and the 
man she still loves as a father. 

In another situation a woman 
named, let’s say, Lamont, as the 
father ofher child. To her cha- 
grin, DNA testing ruled 
Lamont out.

father, she told social workers, 
then Sam certainly was.

Mitochondrial or “myDNA” 
lasts much longer, possible be- 
cause there is more of it.

The 
other significant difference be- 
tween the two, and the one of 
primary interest go genealogist, 
is that nuclear DNA changes 
from one generation to the next, 
but mitochondrial DNA can be 
passed down unchanged on the 
maternal side of families for as 
many as 39 generations.

n talking with a dancer who belongs not only to Scottish country dancing classes, but also 
to International and English, she remarks on how a particular teacher changes her style of 
teaching to suit the group. : 

This is a very clear change and maybe why some people have difficulties in coming to the 
Scottish style of presentation after being exposed to the other styles. 

What are we talking about? 

All teachers differ in the way they present their material, that is one of the attractions of 

attending a summer school or workshop, as one is oe exposed to different styles and methods 





_ are within the genre. 


All Roya! Scottish Country Dance certified en base their method of teachin’ on using 


_ the steps and figures, then showing how a particular dance is constructed from what is already 
_ known. We do not present the dance as a whole entity until we have shown how it is constructed, 


and how to phrase each part. In fact such a teacher would be criticized if they did teach dances 
without building the dance from its “building blocks” - i.e. the figures. 

As an example, to teach the very popular dance The Reel of the 51st Division (RSCDS Book 
13) to a group of newer dancers, one would first ofiall have taught the skip change, pas de Basque 
and the slipping step, so that the class had these steps basically under control. In addition, one 
would have taught corners, and some of the more common corner figures before teaching this 


_ particular reel, as its corner figure is unique to the dance. 


Briefly, the dance figures are: 1st couple sets, casts off two places and leads up to face their 
first corners. They set to turn with the right hand their first corners, ending in a diagonal line, 
hands joined, all four dancers balance in line, first couple turns with left hand to finish facing 
second comer. This figure of set, turn, balance, and turn is repeated with the 2nd couple, and the 
1st couple finishes on the bar 24 in second place, on their own sides, couples 2, 1, & 3 complete 
the dance with a slipping circle left and right. 

An international teacher would have presented the same dance to their group as a complete 
whole, not broken down into the constituent figures, so that the dancers in this second group 
memorizes the dance by name. 

The conversion came about as I had put Hugh Foss’s five couple dance Polharrow Burn 
(Glendarroch set) onto a dance program. This dance is quite complicated, requiring a Scottish 
country dancer to be comfortable not only with the simpler forms of five couple sets, and half 
reels of four but to be able to cope with ‘meanwhile’ figures when the couples are dancing differ- 
ent figures at the same time. 

So in a class this would be introduced at the more experienced level, and not taught to beginners. 

The interesting part is that again the international dancer will handle this dance without any 
major difficulty once they have learned the whole dance as an entity. However, they will not 
know how to dance a reel of four, whereas the intermediate level Scottish dancer will immedi- 
ately face the correct way and take off! . 

Obviously as an SCD teacher I defend the method of teaching by the building blocks of the 
figures and steps, as in the long run that produces a dancer who can cope with any dance. 

However, this does not allow us to make up dance programs with all the esoteric dances we 
can find! Often it is very relaxing and makes the dance party much more fun if one knows or can 
be comfortably talked through dances that are mostly familiar and are challenged by just one or 
tow dances in each half. Po/harrow Burn mentioned above was my challenge dance in a program 
of mainly old favorites from the RSCDS books. 

However, if invited to teach a workshop where most of the dancers have come from a differ- 
ent type of dancing, be aware of the differences and teach accordingly. These dancers will be 
more comatinteble and you may even encourage them to try more ikea. Dances.
